The young woman, identified as 
Lyn e tte A lic e Fro m m e, 26, a 
follower of convicted 
murderer 
Charles Manson. was seized im­ 
mediately by Secret Serice agents 
and charged with attempted murder. 
Ford walked away from the inci­ 


dent and into a 30-minute meeting 
about economic matters with Gov 
Edmund Brown Jr. “ I thought I'd 
b etter get on w ith m y d ay’s 
schedule." Ford said later. 
He didn't mention the incident to 
Brown until their meeting broke up. 
Only when White House chief of staff 
Donald Rumsfeld began to brief 
Ford on the incident did Ford explain 
the circumstances of his arrival to

“ Secret Service agent Larry Buen- 
dorf was walking directly behind the 
President.

WASHINGTON (A P ) - In an ef­ 
fort to gain support for President 
Ford s energy p o licy. 
Senate 
Republicans introduced a bill Friday 
to restore oil-price controls through 
Oct. 15. 


But the Democratic m ajority, in­ 
creasingly confident of the votes to 
override a Ford veto and restore con­ 
trols for six months, blocked im­ 
mediate consideration of the GO P ef­ 
fort. 
Thus, the new Republican bill, 
which is backed by the White House, 
w ill be eligible for debate on the 
Senate floor on Monday and Tuesday, 
providing a rallying point for the 
backers of Ford’s energy program of 
raising prices to force conservation. 


Ford has until Tuesdav midnight to 
veto the Democratic back measure 
which would restore price controls 
through next March 1. With both 
sides predicting an extremely close 
margin, the Senate w ill vote Wednes­ 
day on overriding the veto. If the 
Senate goes against Ford, the House 


is considered certain to enact the bill 
despite the President s objections. 


Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield said Thursday he thinks 
the veto w ill be overridden. White 
House aides reportedly have told 
Ford they think the veto wil be 
sustained 
The eight-month-old fight between 
Ford and Congress over energy 
p o lic y has c e n te re d on the 
Democratic effort to extend oil-price 
controls through March 1. 
Under the control program, the 
price of 60 per cent of U.S. pro­ 
duced oil was held to $5.25 a barrel. 
The remainder of American produc­ 
tions sells at or near the world- 
market level, established by the Mid­ 
dle Eastern nations, of $13.50. 
But, in addition to holding down 
prices, the now-expired law ensured 
that energy shortages would be 
spread evenly across the nation and 
that the giant oil companies would 
not be allowed to swallow up inde­ 
pendent sectors of the petroleum in­ 
dustry.

Dabherdt s results for 
the “ Upland trajectory” , 
(smog path) show if third 
stage alerts are im ­ 
plemented 
successfully, 
there would be only a 16 
per cent reduction in oxi­ 
dant levels. Less succes­ 
sfully, there would be a 
decrease of 7 per cent. 
McCandless responded 
by saying, “ I ’m not an ad­ 
vocate of shutting down the 
world” because of small 
oxidant levels in the air.

Charles Me Kenney, a 
spokesman for Sears 
Roebuck stores, indicated 
the regulations would af­ 
fect 30 Sears outlets in the 
Los Angeles area.

Slight drop 
in jobless 
rate noted

unemployment rate went 
down in Los Angeles 
County and the Riverside- 
San Bernardino area in 
August but remained the 
same in Orange County. 
The state Department of 
Emplovment Development 
said today that the Los 
Angeles County unemploy­ 
ment rate in August was 
9 9 per cent, down from 
10.3 per cent in July. 
The Orange County rate 
was 8.3 per cent in both 
July and August. 
In the Riverside-San 
Bernardino area, the rate 
dropped from 11.9 per cent 
in July to 11.4 per cent in 
August. 
Seasonal gain were 
largely the result of im­ 
provements in the con­ 
struction industry, a 
spokesman said. 
California's unemploy­ 
ment rate rose slightly to 
10 2 per cent in August, 
even though the total 
number of people out of 
work dropped, state of­ 
ficials in Sacramento said 
Friday. 
S ta te E m p lo y m e n t 
Director Martin Glick said 
the rate was one-tenth of 
one per cent higher than 
July, although the number 
of jobless dropped by 85.000 
to 898.400 
He said that is because 
the rate was adjusted to 
allow for the seasonal rise 
in employment. 
The record jobless rate 
in the state was 10.6 per 
cent in May. In June there 
were 1.021.200 unemployed 
Californians. The 
rate 
dropped to 9 9 per cent in 
June, and rose to 10.1 per 
cent in July. 
The national unemploy­ 
ment rate held steady in 
August at 8.4 per cent. 
“ While C a lifo rn ia ’s 
unemployment rate is 
often compared with the 
national rate, the two rates 
are not precisely com­ 
parable.” Glick said. 
“ The national rate is an 
average of all 50 states, 
which have a wide variety 
of economic conditions.

The full price, for children from 
fam ilies with income above the 
eligibility margin, is 50 cents for hot 
lunch.

As in the past, the lunch program 
will be offered at all 31 schools in the 
district. The breakfast program will 
be available only at six elementary 
schools.

Copte rs s e e n pla y ing 
big role In c rime fight 


In the past year the San Bernar­ 
dino County Sheriff s Regional 
Helicopter Patrol has been credited 
with aiding local law enforcement 
agencies in arresting 900 persons, 
saving at least 10 lives and reporting 
170 fires, according to Sheriff Frank 
Bland. 
Bland said the helicopter patrol 
has made a “ significant" impact on 
the suppression of crime in the 
county covering more than 300 
square miles. 
According to a Sheriff's Depart­ 
ment evaluation, the helicopter 
patrol became involved in over 36,800 
activities in 3.121 flight hours. The 
types of activities cover a broad 
spectrum, from search, observation 
and capture of wanted felons to 
search and rescue of endangered 
citizens. 
The 1 5 0-mile-per-hour helicopters 
responded to 486 armed robbery 
calls. 1.511 burglaries and 1.445 of­ 
ficer back-up situations. 
Bland said, “ Because of its quick 
response time to these types of ac­ 
tivities. the helicopter was directly 
responsible for over 900 arrests of 
criminal suspects and participated in 


the arrest of many others as an as­ 
sisting unit. 
“ The helicopters were involved in 
over 200 search and rescue opera­ 
tions and were credited with saving 
at least 10 lives as a result of their ef­ 
forts. In addition over 170 fires were 
reported by the helicopter crews dur­ 
ing their normal patrol functions, 
said Bland 
Bland pointed out that in a recent 
public survey more than 95 per cent 
of the county s citizens wanted con­ 
tinuation of the helicopter patrols, 
with 97 per cent of all officers believ­ 
ing the helicopter patrol made their 
departments more effective in crime 
suppression and criminal apprehen­ 
sion 
A cost evaluation of the project 
showed that citizens within the 300 
square mile project pay 58 cents per 
week to support the patrol. The total 
funds required to support the aerial 
patrol would pay for only two ground 
police units, with the two units being 
divided into the nine city police 
departments and four sheriff’s sub­ 
stations including Ontario, Montclair 
and the West End substation in »Vest 
End.

Conservative group rates 
Lloyd, Cranston, Tunney

WASHINGTON - Congressman 
Jim Lloyd and California Sen. Alan 
Cranston and John Tunney generally 
followed liberal trends when voting 
on key legislative issues, according 
to a report published by the 
American Conservative Union 
The ACU. a conservative watchdog 
organization, based its findings on 
the solons’ voting records covering 
15 key issues that arose before the 
August recess. Among the issues 
selected by the ACU were strip min­ 
ing, funds fur the B-l bomber, food 
stamps, aid to South Vietnam and 
Consumer 
Protection 
Agency 
legislation. 
Democrat Rep Jim Lloyd voted 
conservatively on key legislative is­ 
sues 30 per cent of the time, ac­ 
cording to the ACU rating. The 
figure was below the overall average 
for the House, which stood at 41 8 per 
cent 
ACU said the House is about as 
conservative now as it was last year 
despite the fact that about 75 liberal 
freshman Democrats have joined its 
rolls. 


The 418 per cent conservative 
rating of this year compared closely 
with the 41.9 per cent figure of 1974. 
Substantial change was noted by the 
ACU among House Republicans — 
conservatism rose from 61 per cent 
in 1974 to 71 2 per cent this year. 
On the senior side of the hill, 
California Sens. Cranston and Tun­ 
ney also showed liberal tendencies, 
the ACU said Cranston voted con­ 
servatively II per cent of the time 
while Tunney’s rating was a little 
higher at 18 per cent. 
The liberal showing of the senators 
was in line with the overall ACU in­ 
terpretation which said the Senate 
was continuing a trend to move to 
the left The conservative rating of 
the average Senate member dropped 
from 39 8 per cent in 1974 to 35 8 per 
cent this year.

Sky writers that his squad was the y oungest he d ever 
fielded He chalked that up to “a poor job of recruiting 
Between the funny lines, McKay defended quarterb ack 
Vince Evans, praised Marvin Powell and Gary Jeter as 
definite All-American candidates and said he was happier 
to have his current inexperienced squad which is loaded 
with talent than an experienced group of untalented 
play ers. 
‘ The b est kind of team y ou can have is one with ex­ 
perience and quality ,” he said. “The second b est kind is 
one with quality b ut no experience, and I'd rather go with 
talented, inexperienced sophomores than a b unch of 
veterans who don’t know how to play footb all.” 
He said overall this was his fastest team. He said that 
despite the paucity of veterans there were enough around 
to show the y oungsters what to do. He said only one spot 
on the entire squad—tight end—was a prob lem and he had 
a solution for even that. 
USC has just four offensive and four defensive starters 
b ack from last y ear’s 10-1-1 team which was No. 2 in the 
nation. McKay said: 
“Say there s a coach who has 34 lettermen b ack. Now. 
if his record last y ear was 2-9, then those 34 people helped 
him lose nine games, so how much b etter are they gonna 
b e just b ecause they 're a y ear older?

One prob lem area is tight end, a position McKay feels is 
critical to his I-formation offense. “ We still have four sus­ 
pects,” he joked. “ There’s nothing worse than a tight end 
who doesn't b lock.”

Coach Andy Vinci knew 
they wouldn t be back but 
what he didn’t know was he 
would also lose tailback 
Michael Harris, who quit 
school shortly before fall 
practice began. 
So Vinci and his coaches 
have been busy finding 
replacements in the skill 
positions. 
But even more effort has 
been spent building a 
stronger offensive line 
Because of more power 
up front plus the inex­ 
perience in the backfield. 


Vinci has adjusted his of­ 
fense into more of a power 
attack featuring running 
over passing. 
Even though there is a 
new group of running 
backs, backfield coach 
R ich Paulson believes it 
should be better than last 
year. And that is a lot for 
him to say since Paulson 
was the top rusher in 1974 
with 561 in an injury- 
shortened campaign 
“ R eally, the backfield 
could be the most im­ 
proved area on the team, 
Paulson said “ We have a 
lot more depth this season 
It’s a voung and untested 
backfield." 
Only junior 
Bernie 
Evans is back from last 
year's team. 
Paulson 
named the 
probable starting lineup. It 
will consist of tailback 
Fred Sanders, a freshman 
from 
Pasadena's Muir 
High: fullback Brent Par­ 
tridge. a product of Golden 
West College and diveback 
Aundre Holmes, a transfer 
from Drake University.

Coach Erik Widmark, 
who handles the quarter­ 
backs and receivers, is 
always a good one for ti­ 
tles. 
He has named receivers 
Anthony Loville and Teddy 
Myles “ The Spider and 
F l y ’’ because of their 
speed. 
“ Neither Loville nor 
Myles have much game ex­ 
perience but they'll make 
up for it with their talent.” 
Widmark said. “ However, 
we re 
currently 
way 
behind in our passing game 
because we have spent so 
much time developing a 
power attack. It takes time 
to develop the necessary 
timing — of a new passing 
combination.” 
Widmark is excited 


about tight end J a y 
Johnson from San Diego 
Mesa College. 
“ He is one of 4he best 
tight ends Poly has had in 
years,” he said. “ We plan 
to pass the ball more to our 
tight end this season.” 
Leo Costa, who directed 
the attack at the College of 
Sequoias in Visalia the past 
two years, will start out as 
the number one quarter­ 
back after winning the job 
over sophomores Bart 
Moran and Sammy R oss. 
“ Costa can't run and he 
can't throw but he has 
shown the ability of taking 
a team down the field 
across the goal line," Vinci 
said 
“ This guy is really 
tough.” adds another assis­ 
tant. Tom Hoffman. “ He is 
a pro rodeo roper during 
the summer and his goal is 
to become a thrill seeker. 
He would like to climb the 
highest mountain or jump 
off the highest cliff. 
Moran and R oss may 
have more natural talent

WASHINGTON AP» - Israel, 
Egypt and som e oth er A rab 
•ountries would get at least $9 billion 
in American aid over the next three 
years as part of Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger's bargaining for 
ihe new Middle East arreement. 
The administration, congressional 
and diplomatic sources who provided 
the figure emphasized that this is a 
minimum sum and that it could run 
much higher as time passes. 
Both Israel and Egypt demanded 
targe amounts of assistance before 
agreeing to the interim settlement, 
under which the Jewish state surren­ 
dered some land on the Sinai Penin­ 
sula in exchange for political conces­ 
sions bv Cairo. 
Kissinger has already begun lobby­ 
ing for congressional approval of his 
economic promises, which break­ 
down this way: 
Israel will get about $2 5 billion 
the iirst year, Egypt between $600 
million and $800 million. 
The second and third years will 
see Israel receiving a total of $3 
billion. Aid to Egypt will be about $2 


billion during the two remaining 
years. 
Grants and loans to Syria and 
perhaps other Arab nations also will 
be included in the aid package. Onlv 
rough estimates have been made for 
this pending negotiations between 
Israel and Syria, but they are in the 
area of $100 million. 
Sources said these working figures 
are minimums and additional costs 
will increase the total to at least $9 
billion during the expected life of the 
agreement. 
Under the program worked out for 
this year. Israel will receive about 
$16 billion in grants and loans to 
modernize and expand its armed 
forces and to build a new defense line 
in the Sinai. 
The other $900 million, including 
$350 million to replace oil from fields 
returned to Egypt, will be for 
economic matters. 
Egypt's share for this year will be 
entirely economic at this stage, with 
about two-thirds devoted to develop­ 
ment assistance and the rest in 
wheat and other agricultural grants. 


In the remaining two years. 
Israel s aid will be reduced to a total 
of $3 billion and with an increased 
share devoted to stabilizing the 
inflation-ridden Israeli economy. 
On the other hand, the $2 billion 
allotted for Egypt in the last two 
years of the agreement will show a 
major share in military aid.

The House Ways and 
Means Committee, after 
voting to knock down big 
real estate tax shelters, is 
set to plow into similar 
situations on the farm. 
The committee plans to 
resume action with votes 
next week on farming tax- 
shelter investment opera­ 
tions. 
The panel voted essen­ 
tially to eliminate real es­ 
tate tax-sheltering devices 
beginning next year. 


Congressional tax ex­ 
perts say the shelters used 
by agricultural outsiders, 
such as business e x ­ 
ecutives looking for a way 
to make tax-free money le­ 
gally. are found in cattle 
feed, the cost of hens for 
shell eggs or in stud fees 
for horses 
Other farm shelters are 
in cattle, mink and hog 
breeding operations or in 
s o m e 
o r c h a r d s 
and 
Christmas tree areas, the 
experts say. 
For instance, drawing on 
c a s e s f r om 
I nt erna l 
Revenue Service files, the 
experts said 10 cattle 
feeding and breeding tax 
shelters generated a net 
loss — the chief goal of the 
nonfarm investors in­ 
volved — of $9 6 million 
“ The net loss passed 
through to all investors as 
a per cent of initial equity 
capital contribution ranged 
from a low of 96.4 per cent 
to a high of 238.3 per cent. ' 
the experts told the com­ 
mittee 
In the committee's first 


major move of the year in 
the tax shelter field, 
the panel voted 24 to 10 
Thursday to get rid of most 
real estate shelters It ten- 
t a t i v e l y a c c e p t e d a 
modified version of a basic 
proposal for a “ limitation 
on artificial losses. 
Congressional tax ex­ 
perts figure this plan could 
boost the federal govern­ 
ment s revenue in the 
areas currently concerned 
in real estate tax shelters 
by roughly $1 billion an­ 
nua llv in the early 1980s. 
with an initial pickup of 
about $250 million beginn­ 
ing next year. 


Committee Chairman A1 
IJliman. D-Ore . who 
recommended the basic 
plan, is pressing for the 
panel to develop a wide- 
ranging 
tax 
revision 
package this year. 
Tax shelters are used by 
persons who put some 
money into a project with a 
goal of building up ac­ 
counting losses which they 
can use to wipe out their in­ 
come for tax purposes. The 
devices usually are used 
those with substantial in­ 
comes outside the areas in­ 
volved in the shelter. 


in effect, the taxpayer 
is allowed to defer or post­ 
pone the payment of tax on 
current income, either by 
offsetting current income 
with loss deductions at­ 
tributable to real estate or 
bv receiving a tax-free 
cash flow from the real es­

Beer firm recalling 
half a million cases 
WASHINGTON (AIM - 
More than half-a-million 
cases of canned beer is be­ 
ing recalled by the Joseph 
Schlitz Brewing Co from 
stores in 17 states because 
it “ tastes funny,” the Food 
and Drug Administration 
said Friday.

mammals and birds face 
extinction in the wild, and 
also focuses on an in­ 
creasingly important func­ 
tion of zoos throughout the 
world today - the preser­ 
vation and breeding of 
species that are dying out. 
A major part of the Los 
Angeles Zoo’s operational 
program is the preserva­ 
tion of endangered wildlife 
species, many of which 
now survive only because 
they live in zoos or special 
preserves, according to 
Warren D. Thomas', direc­ 
tor of the zoo. 
Resides protecting and 
providing for endangered 
animals, the Los Angeles 
Zoo carries on an active 
program of breeding them 
In 1967, for example, it 
acquired three Arabian 
oryxes, a rare African 
antelope facing extinction. 
Since that year, the zoo 
breeding p rog ram has 
resu lte d in 13 b irth s. 
Including this small herd, 
plus one at the zoo in 
Phoenix. Ariz.. and one in 
Saudi Arabia, experts es- 


timate there are only about 
100 of the species in the 
world. 
The Ix>s Angeles Zoo is 
owned by the city and 
operated bv the recreation 
and parks department. The 
first city zoo was opened in 
Lincoln Park < then known 
as Eastland Park) in 1885 
It was moved to Griffith 
Park in 1912. then replaced 
by the present $10 million 
zoo in 1966 
The zoo s 113 acres in­ 
clude a children s zoo. the 
exhibit areas, adm inistra­ 
tion building, the Andrew 
Norman Education ( enter, 
commissary, maintenance 
building, health center and 
parking lots. ¡Manning is 
under way to expand the 
present boundaries into 
several hundred acres in 
Griffith Park. Among the 
projects programmed is a 
new prim ate exhibit to 
h o u se 
th e 
g o r i l l a s , 
o ra n g u ta n s and c h im ­ 
panzees. one of the finest 
great ape collections in the 
world. At present the Los 
Angeles Zoo has more than 
2.000 mammals, birds and 
re p tile s 
re p re s e n tin g 
almost 1.000 species. 
The zoo is supported in 
part by the city, in part by 
ad m issio n s 
( $ 1.25

persons 16 and over. 50 
cents 12 to 15) and in part

phenomenon of the 19th 
C entury.” 
T h e

courtesan, she received the 
applause of m onarchs and 
earned millions that she 
lavishly spent on lovers, 
theatrical 
ventures, 
and 
extravagant living. 
Her roles becam e legen­ 
dary — P hedre. T osca. 
M arguerite G authier in 
“ La Dam e aux C am elias.” 
the E m p ress Theodora, 
Cleopatra — rendered un­ 
forgettably in that golden, 
powerful voice that Lytton 
Straehev described as "a

He saw the hand of a 
woman come up between two people 
in the crowd, and she was pushing 
her way through the crowd 
“She had a gun in her hand which 
appeared to be to agent Buendorf a 
45-caliber automatic. The gun was 
about two feet from the President. 
“ Agent Buendorf reached and 
grabbed the gun with his right hand, 
grabbed her arm with his left hand, 
twisted and forced her arm down and 
twisted the gun out of her hand And 
he took possession of the gun 
“ At the same time, he turned her 
away from the President and forced 
her back into the crowd and forced 
her to the ground. 
“In the process of this, agent 
Buendorf sustained a slight cut on his 
right hand between his thumb and his 
first finger He cut this on the gun. 
“He is not sure exactly how he cut 
it. He’s not sure whether it was cut 
on the firing hammer, which would 
have prevented the gun from firing.

Bill to restore price 
controls on oil urged 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In an ef­ 
fort to gain support for President 
Ford s energy policy. Senate 
Republicans introduced a bill Friday 
to restore oil-price controls through 
Oct 15. 
But the Democratic majority, in­ 
creasingly confident of the votes to 
override a Ford veto and restore con­ 
trols for six months, blocked im­ 
mediate consideration of the GOP ef­ 
fort. 
Thus, the new Republican bill, 
which is backed by the White House, 
will be eligible for debate on the 
Senate floor on Monday and Tuesday, 
providing a rallying point for the 
backers of Ford's energy program of 
raising prices to force conservation 
Ford has until Tuesday midnight to 
veto the Democratic back measure 
which would restore price controls 
through next March 1. With both 
sides predicting an extremely close 
margin, the Senate will vote Wednes­ 
day on overriding the veto If the 
Senate goes against Ford, the House 


is considered certain to enact the bill 
despite the President s objections. 
Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield said Thursday he thinks 
the veto will be overridden White 
House aides reportedly have told 
Ford they think the veto wil be 
sustained 
The eight-month-old fight between 
Ford and Congress over energy 
policy has cen tered on the 
Democratic effort to extend oil-price 
controls through March 1. 
Under the control program, the 
price of 60 per cent of U.S. pro­ 
duced oil was held to 15.25 a barrel. 
The remainder of American produc­ 
tions sells at or near the world- 
market level, established by the Mid­ 
dle Eastern nations, of $13 50 
But, in addition to holding down 
prices, the now-expired law ensured 
that energy shortages would be 
spread evenly across the nation and 
that the guuit oil companies would 
not be allowed to swallow up inde 
pendent sectors of the petroleum in­ 
dustry.

The state Department of 
Employment Development 
said today that the Los 
Angeles County unemploy­ 
ment rate in August was 
9 9 per cent, down from 
10 3 per cent in July. 
The Orange County rate 
was 8.3 per cent in both 
July and August. 
In the R iverside-San 
Bernardino area, the rate 
dropped from 11.9 per cent 
in July to 11.4 per cent in 
August. 
Seasonal gain we r e 
largely the result of im­ 
provem ents in the con­ 
s tr u c t i o n i n d us t r y, a 
spokesman said. 
C alifornia's unemploy­ 
ment rate rose slightly to 
10 2 per cent in August, 
even though the total 
number of people out of 
work dropped, state of­ 
ficials m Sacramento said 
Friday. 
S t a t e E m p l o y m e n t 
Director Martin Glick said 
the rate was one-tenth of 
one per cent higher than 
July, although the number 
of jobless dropped by 85.000 
to 896.400 
He said that is because 
the rate was adjusted to 
allow for the seasonal rise 
in employment. 
The record jobless rate 
in the state was 10.6 per 
cent in May. In June there 
were 1.021.200 unemployed 
Californians. 
The rate 
dropped to 9 9 per cent in 
June, and rose to 10.1 per 
cent in July. 
The national unemploy­ 
ment rate held steady in 
August at 8.4 per cent. 
“ While C a l i f o r n i a ' s 
unemployment ra t e is 
often compared with the 
national rate, the two rates 
are not precisely com­ 
parable." Glick said. 
“The national rate is an 
average of all 50 states, 
which have a wide variety 
of economic conditions.

' Santa Barbara and Congo. Cal State l>ong Beach, but their 
adventures into these halls of learning were unfulfilling 
“ What they're teaching at the college level in the field 
of recording is not what s really going on. 
explained 
Sloan. 
After one quarter, each of the men returned to Clare­ 
mont . 
Now. after investing $300,000 in equipment and the con 
struction of the studio, they have an open field Their 
minimum price is $60 and hour.

Copters seen playing 
big role in crime fight 


In the past year the San Bernar- 
iino County Sheriff s Regional 
Helicopter Patrol has been credited 
urith aiding local law enforcement 
agencies in arresting 900 persons, 
saving at least 10 lives and reporting 
170 fires, according to Sheriff Frank 
Bland 
Bland said the helicopter patrol 
has made a “ significant’ impact on 
the suppression of crime in the 
county covering more than 300 
square miles 
According to a Sheriff s Depart­ 
ment evaluation, the helicopter 
patrol became involved in over 36,800 
activities in 3.121 flight hours The 
types of activities cover a broad 
spectrum, from search, observation 
and capture of wanted felons to 
search and rescue of endangered 
citizens. 
The 150-mile-per-hour helicopters 
responded to 466 armed robbery 
calls, 1.511 burglaries and 1 445 of­ 
ficer back up situations 
Bland said, “ Because of its quick 
response time to these typ e s of ac­ 
tivities. the helicopter was directly 
responsibtle for over 900 arrests of 
criminal suspects and participated in 


the arrest of many others as an as­ 
sisting unit. 
“ The helicopters were involved in 
over 200 search and rescue opera­ 
tions and were credited with saving 
at least 10 lives as a result of their ef­ 
forts. In addition over 170 fires were 
reported by the helicopter crews dur­ 
ing their normal patrol functions, 
said Bland 
Bland pointed out that in a recent 
public survey more than 95 per cent 
of the county s citizens wanted con­ 
tinuation of the helicopter patrols, 
with 97 per cent of all officers believ­ 
ing the helicopter patrol made their 
departments more effective in crime 
suppression and criminal apprehen­ 
sion. 
A cost evaluation of the project 
showed that citizens within the 300 
square mile project pay 58 cents per 
week to support the patrol The total 
funds required to support the aerial 
patrol would pay for only two ground 
police units, with the two units being 
divided into the nine city police 
departments and four sheriff *s sub­ 
stations Including Ontario, Montclair 
and the West Era! substation in West 
End

Substantial change was noted by the 
ACU among House Republicans — 
conservatism rose from 81 per cent 
in 1974 to 71 2 per cent this year.

Cranston and Tun­ 
ney also showed liberal tendencies, 
the ACU said. Cranston voted con­ 
servatively 11 per cent of the time 
while Tunney s rating was a little 
higher at 18 per cent.

RKV. BETTY ROSENBERG 
To take ordination vows 


NEW YORK (AP> — A ‘ second w ave” of Episcopal 
women is going on the offensive for the priesthood They 
say that their taking of ordination vows as priests this 
Sunday will stir both resentment and hope. 
It “will bring joy and hope to many, anger and conflict 
to others.” the five women scheduled to participate in the 
controversial rite in Washingtn. D C., said in a joint state­ 
ment 
But they added that to continue to accept practices 
denying women the priesthood because of their sex is 
“contrary to the gospel and destructive to our church 
The five, all of them with advanced educations and 
professional church experience, are to join the ranks of 11 
other women irregularly ordained by three retired 
bishops in Philadelphia 13 months ago. 
“I think of us as the second w ave,” says the Rev. Betty 
Rosenberg. 30. a native of Wilmington. Del., who holds a 
doctor of ministry degree and now serves as a deacon in 
Washington. D.C. 
“Some of our sisters have walked this way before us. 
yet the path is still difficult. 
Unlike the 11 ordained last year, four of the five this 
time have been recommended for priestly orders by their 
’ home vestries and diocesan standing com m ittees Lack of 
such recommendations is the previous case had caused 
wide criticism 
But the currently planned ordinations also aroused dis­ 
approval. “Tragic and saddening.” said the Rev. Canon 
Charles H Osborn, of Pelham Manor, N Y , executive 
director of the American Church Union, the high-church 
Episcopal wing 
The ordaining bishop for the Washington event this Sun­ 
day is a retired prelate, the Rev. George W. Barrett, 6*. 
former bishop of Rochester. N.Y., now of Santa Barbara, 
Calif. 
. 
. 
. 
“Successful revolutions tend to gather momentum and 
create greater demands for change until their objectives 
are achieved,” says Bishop Barrett, who once headed spe­ 


cial church studies on women in the ministry. 
“ Urn sure the coming ordinations are a sign of such ac­ 
celeration. 
However. Washington Bishop William F. Creighton has 
denied permission for the ceremony, even though he 
favors ordination of women, and plans to start ordaining 
them after the 1976 Episcopal convention, whether it ap­ 
proves or not 
His delay about it was protested by one of the five, the 
Rev. Alison Palmer. 44, a native of Medford. Mass , a ca­ 
reer foreign service officer in the U.S. Department of 
State and a parish assistant in Washington. 
In a letter, she told Bishop Creighton that if the 1976 
convention rejects women's ordination, “ then for you to 
proceed to ordain would be to slap delegates in the face.” 
She said it would be better for him to go ahead now 
Another of the five, the Rev. Diane Tickell, 57. a deacon 
serving as a social service worker for the Anchorage 
Community Hospital in Alaska, says: 
“ If it will suddenly be ‘right* in 1976 tor me to be a 
priest, it is right' now My sense of integrity requires at 
this point in time that I vote with my feet* and act on my 
own convictions 
Another of the five, the Rev. Phyllis Edwards. 48. of 
Evanston. Ill . director of Christian education at a parish 
there, figured in an earlier controversy in 1965 when the 
late Bishop James Pike gave her as a deacon regular 
pastoral duties 
The church did not until 1970 accept women deacons as 
being in the same ministry as male deacons, for whom it 
was a first step to full priesthood 
Another of the five, the Rev. Lee McGee. 33. a native of 
Baltimore with a master's degree in religion and now a 
chaplain at American University in Washington, says or­ 
dination “ will be an asset” in her campus ministry 
"It is imperative for the church’s sake.” she adds, 
“that we be open to spiritual gifts in all persons in our 
Christian community.”

LOS ANGELES (AP) - “We re not going to be as good 
offensively or defensively,” said John McKay as he as­ 
sessed his 1975 University of Southern California football 
team which he termed still good enough to go to the Rose 
Bowl. 
McKay, as usual smoking a cigar and quipping in 
between moments of candor, told touring Pacific-8 
Skywriters that his squad was the youngest he’d ever 
fielded. He chalked that up to ‘‘a poor job of recruiting. 
Between the funny lines, McKay defended quarterback 
Vince Evans, praised Marvin Powell and Gary Jeter as 
definite All-American candidates and said he was happier 
to have his current inexperienced squad which is loaded 
with talent than an experienced group of untalented 
players. 
“The best kind of team you can have is one with ex­ 
perience and quality,” he said. “The second best kind is 
one with quality but no experience, and I'd rather go with 
talented, inexperienced sophomores than a bunch of 
veterans who don’t know how to play football.” 
He said overall this was his fastest team. He said that 
despite the paucity of veterans there were enough around 
to show the youngsters what to do. He said only one spot 
on the entire squad-tight end—was a problem and he had 
a solution for even that. 
USC has just four offensive and four defensive starters 
back from last year’s 10-1-1 team which was No. 2 in the 
nation. McKay said: 
“Say there's a coach who has 34 lettermen back. Now, 
if his record last year was 2-9, then those 34 people helped 
him lose nine games, so how much better are they gonna 
be just because they're a year older? Just to have a lot of 
people back doesn't do it.” 
In Evans, he said. USC had a guy was "fast, a pretty 
dam good passer and the kind of guy who can go into pro 
ball and become a good passer. He can throw as hard and 
as far as anyone we've had...” 
On his top players: 
—“Jeter is one of the best defensive players we've 
got.” he said of his 6-foot-4, 250-pound tackle. “ He s big, 
strong, fast and he’s got a 52-inch chest. 
—“ Kicky Bell is as fast as anyone we’ve had here, ex­ 
cept for maybe O.J. Simpson, and he s by far the biggest 
- tailback we’ve ever had.” 
—“Shelton Diggs is the biggest wide receiver we've 
ever had and he’s tremendously fa st. . . When he's runn­ 
ing, he's so smooth you don’t think he s going that fast. 
But just try to catch him.” Diggs caught the two-point 
conversion pass Jan. 1 that beat Ohio State 18-17 in the 
Rose Bowl. 
—“ Dennis Thurman has a high athletic IQ. He II call 
signals in the defensive backfield. He can read defenses 
better than most seniors.” Thurman, a 8-0. 170-pounder, 
plays both first-string safety and flanker behind Diggs 
One problem area is tight end, a position McKay feels is 
critical to his 1-formation offense “ We still have four sus­ 
pects.” he joked “There’s nothing worse than a tight end 
who doesn t block.” He said if he doesn t find an adequate 
tight end, he may spread the line a bit and add a wide re­ 
ceiver.

$9 billion in aid for Arabs

ountries would get at least $9 billion 
n American aid over the next three 
ears as part of Secretary of State 
lenrv A Kissinger's bargaining for 
he new Middle East arreement. 
The administration, congressional 
ind diplomatic sources who provided 
he figure emphasized that this is a 
minimum sum and that it could run 
much higher as time passes. 
Both Israel and Egypt demanded 
large amounts of assistance before 
agreeing to the interim settlement, 
under which the Jewish state surren­ 
dered some land on the Sinai Penin­ 
sula in exchange for political conces­ 
sions bv Cairo 
Kissinger has already begun lobby­ 
ing for congressional approval of his 
economic promises, which break­ 
down this way : 
Israel will get about $2.5 billion 
the first year. Egypt between $600 
million and $800 million 
The second and third years will 
see Israel receiving a total of $3 
billion. Aid to Egypt will be about $2 


billion during the two remaining 
years. 
Grants and loans to Syria and 
perhaps other Arab nations also will 
be includ«*d in the aid package Onlv 
rough estimates have been made for 
this pending negotiations between 
Israel and Syria, but they are in the 
area of $100 million 
Sources said these working figures 
are minimums and additional costs 
will increase* the total to at least $9 
billion during the expected life of the 
agreement. 
Cnder the program worked out for 
this year. Israel will receive about 
$16 billion in grants and loans to 
modernize and expand its armed 
forces and to build a new defense line 
in the Sinai. 
The other $900 million, including 
$350 million to replace oil from fields 
returned to Egypt, will be tor 
economic matters. 
Egypt's share for this year will be 
entirelv economic at this stage, with 
about two-thirds devoted to develop­

also focuses on an in­ 
creasingly important func­ 
tion of zoos throughout the 
world today — the preser­ 
vation and breeding of 
species that are dying out. 
A major part of the Los 
Angeles Zoo s operational 
program is the preserva­ 
tion of endangered wildlife 
species, many of which 
now survive only because 
they live in zoos or special 
preserves, according to 
Warren D. Thomas', direc­ 
tor of the zoo, 
B e sid e* protecting and 
providing for endangered 
animals, the Los Angeles 
Zoo t arries on an active 
program of breeding them 
In I9H7, for example, it 
acquired three Arabian 
oryxes, a ra re African 
anteiope facing extinction. 
Since that year, the zoo 
breeding p ro g ra m has 
re su lte d in 13 births. 
Including this small herd, 
plus one at the zoo in 
Phoenix. Ariz.. and one in 
Saudi Arabia, experts es­ 


timate there are only about 
100 of the species in the 
world. 
The Los Angeles Zoo is 
owned by the city and 
operated by the recreation 
and parks department. The 
first city zoo was opened in 
Lincoln Park i then known 
as Eastland Park) in 1885 
It was moved to Griffith 
Park in 1912. then replaced 
by the present $10 million 
zoo in 1908 
The zoo s 113 acres in­ 
clude a children's zoo. the 
exhibit areas, adm inistra­ 
tion building, the Andrew 
Norman Education Center, 
commissary, maintenance 
building, health center and 
parking lots. Planning is 
under way to expand the 
present boundaries into 
several hundred acres in 
Griffith Park. Among the 
projects programmed is a 
new prim ate exhibit to 
h o u s e 
t h e 
g o r i l l a s , 
or angut a ns and c h i m ­ 
panzees. one of the finest 
great ape collections in the 
world. At present the Los 
Angeles Zoo has more than 
2.000 mammals, birds and 
r e p t i l e s 
r e p r e s e n t i n g 
almost 1.000 species. 
The zoo is supported in 
part by the city, in part by
